‘ARMIES ON YANGTZE 
ALSO ADVANCE 


Fight Way Westward to 
Occupy New Territory in 
Hupeh and Kiangsi Prov- 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 3. — Japanese 
reported tonight their forces driv- 
ing on Hankow had made advances 
on two fronts. 

They announced columns were 


pushing deeper into Honan prov- 
ince from Yehkiatsi, on the Anhwei- 
Honan border 130 miles northeast 
of Hankow, despite heavy rains. 
The armies along the Yangtze 
River were reported to have driven 
westward to occupy new territory 


in Hupeh and Kiangsi provinces. — 

Ninety miles down the river from 
the Japanese base at Kiukiang the 
Japanese were reported by the Chi- 
nese to have gained a foothold with 
5000 troops in an effort to wipe out 
Chinese resistance behind the front 
lines. 

Kiukiang, 135 miles down river 
from Hankow, fell July 26 but Chi- 
mese shore batteries down the 
Yangtze have been menacing Japa- 
nese warships from heights along 
the river bank. 

South of Kiukiang, the invaders 
asserted the Chinese defenses -of 
Teian, 30 miles away, were crum- 
bling and occupation of the city 
was imminent. 

A Chinese spokesman said this 
was just “a fond hope” and report- 
ed the Japanese still were 20 miles 
north of Teian and were unable to 

netrate the Chinese outer de- 

enses. 

The Japanese also reported nine 
Chinese divisions near Juichang, 2% 
miles southwest of Kiukiang, “wa- 
vered and broke before Japanese in- 
fantry, artillery and aircraft.” Chi- 
nese said their forces were hold- 
ing their lines three miles west 
of Juichang. 


Japanese Report Capture of Two 
North Honan Towns. 
By the Associated Presa, 

PEIPING, Sept. 3.—The Japanese 
army reported today the capture of 
two northern Honan towns, on the 
north bank of the Yellow River op- 
posite a 130-mile stretch of the 
Lunghai Railway between Cheng- 
chow and Loyang. 

The report said Pitouchen fell 
Wednesday and Menghsien on 
Thursday, both strategic points for 
fording the river for any push 
southward through Honan toward 
Hankow, more than 200 miles away. 

The army’s North China head- 
quarters termed incorrect reports 
from Tientsin that Japanese resi- 
‘dents there had been ordered to 
withdraw fromeBritish and French 
concessions by Sept. 15. The Tient- 
gin reports said a military order to 
that effect was issued because of 
Japanese press charges that activ- 
ities harmful to North China order 
were permitted in the concessions. 


200 Civilians Killed or Wounded in 
Air Raid in South China. 
By the Associated Press. 

HONGKONG, Sept. 3. — Delayed 
reports from Swatow said today 
that more than 200 civilians were 
killed or wounded when Japanese 
planes raided Fungshun, Eastern 
Kwangtung Province, Wednesday. 

These reports said a direct hit 
was scored on a prison in the small 
-South China. town. and many in- 
mates were buried under debris. Be-

~ TO DISCUSS FARM PROBLEMS 


| Executive Invited to 
Hyde Park for Conference 
Tuesday.

ST. PAUL, Sept. 3. — Gov. Elmer 
‘Benson of Minnesota was invited by 
President Rooseevit today to visit 
him at Hyde Park, N. Y., Tuesday 
for a discussion of the farm situa- 
tion in the Middle West growing 
out of low farm prices. The Gov- 
ernor will leave Monday, probably 
by plane. 

Gov. Benson said he has been in 
close touch with President Roose- 
velt by telegraph and telephone 
“since the market showed signs of 
a serious break” and explained that 
the forthcoming conference is for 
a discussion of further action “to 
offset the slump.” 

At the same time, Benson re- 
ceived a letter from the President 
pointing out that, while the situa- 

tion is serious, farm income this 
+24 will be almost double that of 


' “You may be sure that as lon 
as this administration is in offic;

And the top-most 1 per 
cent, with annual incomes iat an 
and up, got 14 per cent e 
billion dollars—onily a little less 
than the share that went to the 
lowest 40 per cent. 

Poor’ but Self-Supporting. 

Looking at the bottom third, the 
“consuming units” with incomes 
under $780, the committee found 
that approximately 4,000,000 famili 
were dependent on relief for a 
least part of the year. But what 
is surprising is the fact that the 
balance—70 per cent of these fam- 
ilies with incomes considerably be- 
low the “emergency” level—re- 
ceived no help of any kind from a 
relief agency. About 1,700,000 of 
this non-relief group were independ- 
ent single men living alone or as 
lodgers; almost the same number, 
1,600,000,“ were single women and 
5,900,000 were families of two or 
more persons. 

“Somewhat more than half of 
these non-relief families lived on 
farms or in rural communities of 
less than 2500 population,” the re- 


sixth—just 1,000,000—lived in cities 
of 100,000 population or more. Ac- 
cording to occupation, these fam- 
ilies ‘were almost equally divided 
between wage earners and farmers, 
with only one-fifth—1,200,000 in all 
—in other occupational groups.” 

The broad variations in income 
level that go along with occupa- 
tions, as shown by the report, are 
what would be expected. For ex- 
ample, 80 per cent of the profes- 
sional group (excluding those on 
relief) are found in the upper third, 
Sixty-three per cent of the business 
and clerical group are in the upper 
third. And this is in sharp contrast 
with wage-earning families of 
whom only 35 per cent are in the 
upper one-third. Only 27 per cent 
of farm. families are to be found 
in the top layer with incomes above 
$1450. 

Average Income by Groups. 
erage incomes for farm d 
arning ‘families range from 
$1259 to $1289. The average for the 
salaried business group is about 
$4200 and for the independent pro- 
fessional group $6700. These aver- 
ages would be considerably lower, 
it is pointed out, if families on re- 
lief had been included. 

When the average family incomes 
are divided up to show how much 
there is for each individual in the 
family, the report declares, the fail- 
ure of the income to keep pace 
with the needs of family is still 
more clearly revealed. For two- 
person families the income per cap- 
ita amounted to $774 but for fam- 
ilies with seven or more persons 
the amount available for each in- 
dividual was $221. 

Perhaps the sharpest contrast is 
shown in the variation in incomes 
received by white and Negro fam- 
ilies. The average in southern rural 
communities for white families is 
$1535 and the average for Negro 
families $566. In southern cities 
with a population of more than 
2500 the comparative figures are 
$2019 and $635 and in North Cen- 
tral citiés of more than 100,000 the 
comparison is $2616 and $1227, 

Variations by Regions. 

There are also marked income 
variations between different regions 
of the United States, the report 
makes clear. The highest level is 
in New England where non-relief 
families receive an average annual 
income of $2011 which is reduced 
to $1810 if- relief families are in- 
cluded with the others. 

The lowest level is in the South 
where for all families the average 
annual income is $1326 and for

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BRITISH WARSHIPS. 
SENT TO GIBRALTAR 


Activities of Spanish Insurgent 
Craft Reason; Some Boats 
Unmarked,

GIBRALTAR, Sept. 3—The Brit- 
ish navy today began concentrat- 
ing warships in the Strait of Gi- 
braltar as @ result of unexplained 
activities of Spanish insurgent 
men-of-war. 

The insurgent fleet gathered 
around the great, powerfully-forti- 
fied rock after the Spanish Gov- 
ernment destroyer, Jose Luis Diez, 


‘limped into the British harbor a 


week ago after a running battle 
with four insurgent craft. 

Since then a number of warships 
have ceaselessly been steaming 
without lights throughout each 
night around Gibraltar. Many of 
them were without markings or 
names. 

Only two British destroyers, the 
Vanoc and Isis, had been stationed 
at Gibraltar, and when the insur- 
gents cruised too close to the ad- 
miralty wharves the reinforcements 
were called in, 

It was announced the British 
battle cruiser Hood; the world’s 
largest warship, would arrive prob- 

bly Monday. Also called in were 

ix other. warships and five s 
planes. 

The seaplanes arrived early th 
afternoon from Pembroke, Wales, 
via Lisbon. The battle cruiser Re- 
pulse will arrive tomorrow, and 
the other vessels, the destroyers 
Impulsive, Intrepid and Icarus, and 
the submarines Thames and Sea 
Lion, in the vicinity of Malta and 
were expected soon. 3 

The insurgent cruisers Canarias, 
which took part in last week’s bat- 
tle, and Cervera, now are at Cadiz, 
the Canarias compelting repairs.

17 NAVY BOMBERS TO TAKE 
OFF ON FLIGHT TO HONOLULU 


Start From San Diego Set. for 
Wednesday; “Routine Delivery 
of Equipment.” 

SAN DIEGO, Cal. Sept 3. 
Seventeen bombing planes of Patrol 
Squadron 4, United States Navy, 
will take off for Honolulu Wednes- 
day, it was announced today. 

The flight was described as “as 
routine delivery of new equipmcnt. 
to the fleet air base, Pearl Harbor.” 
It will be the seventh long distance 
formation flight to transfer new 
patrol planes to distant bases. Hight- 
een planes of this type flew to 
Honolulu last January in 20 hours, 
14 minutes, 

Lieut. Aaron P. Storrs III will 
command the flight. The bombers 
will carry a total of 119 officers 
and men. ‘ a

Some Sudeten leaders, however, 
pointed out that an appeal from the 
Germans of the Czechoslovakian 
republic would provide a “moral 
justification” for Germany to ap- 
ply a form of direct pressure on 
the Czechoslovakian Government. 


Case of Austria Recalled. 


It was recalled that before the 
annexation of Austria by Germany, 
the then Nazi Chancellor of Austria, 


Arthur Seysz-Inquart, had appealed.

This had followed Berchtes- 
gaden meetings between Hitler and 
Austrian leaders. 

Viscount Runciman changed his 
week-end plans and decided to go 
to the castle of Karl, Cardinal Kas- 
per, Archbishop of Praha, only a 
fw miles from the capital.

Government spokesmen, however,

Tax Collections Up. 

The Government took heart from 
monthly figures of tax collection, 
which showed 4,194,000,000 francs 
($114,076,800). of indirect-taxes for 
July, which was 229,000,000 francs 
higher than the budget estimate 
and 988,000,000 francs more than in 
July last year.

Examiner Holds Manage-| 


ment May Fix Pay on 
New Operation Without 
Consulting Union. 


An intermediate report of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board filed 
yesterday found the Emerson Eiec- 
tric Co. guilty of unfair labor prac- 
tices, recommending that the com- 
pany reinstate with back pay an 
employe discharged last November 
and that it recall pamphiets of 
“rules and information” distributed 
among employes. 

On a third count in the com- 
plaint, filed by the C I O United 
Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Workers of America, the NL RB 
trial examiner, Horace Ruckel, 
found for the company. He held 
the company was entitled to fix a 
rate of pay on a new operation 
without consulting the union. 

The company has 10 days with- 
in which*to file exceptions to the 
examiner’s report and ask for oral 
arguments. 

The.employe whose reinstatement 
was recommenedd is William W. 
Cortor, discharged when he failed 
to report for work last Nov. 24. 
On that day he had assisted in the 
CIO picketing of the Ford Motor 
‘Co. plant and had been arrested. 
He testified, at the hearing last 
May, that he had telephoned his 
foreman and explained the reason 
for his absence. 

The examiner ruled that Cortor 
would not have been discharged if 
his absence from work had resulted 
from any reason other than assist- 
ing a labor organiaztion by picket- 
ing. 

The pamphlet of “rules and in- 
formation,” the examiner found, 
was an attempt to coerce employes. 
The union contended it minimized 
the benefits of union membership 
and was equivalent to a “yellow dog 

, contract” because employes were 
asked to sign a pledge to accept the 
rules. Some of these, the examiner 
found, touched on matters regulat- 
ed by the contract between the com- 
pany and the union. 

A special meeting of stockholders 
of the company has been called for 
Sept. 20 to pass on a contract un- 
der which W. Stuart Symington of 
New York is to be engaged as gen- 
eral manager, succeeding Joseph 
Newman. 

Symington is former president of 
the Rustless Iron and Steel Corpo 
ration. Arrangements have been 
made for a settlement of Newman’s 
unexpired contract. 


ROBINSON-PATMAN ACT CASE 
TAKEN TO SUPREME COURT 


Firm Challenges U. S. Agency’s In- 
terpretation of Anti-Price 
Discrimination Law. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Consti- 
tutionality of the Federal Trade 
Commission's interpretation of a 
section of the Robinson-Patman 
_anti-price discrimination act was 
challenged today in a petition filed 

with the Supreme Court. 

The section in dispute prohibits 
anyone under certain circumstances 
from paying or receiving a com- 
mission “except for services ren- 
dered in connection with the sale 
or purchase of goods.” 

The Biddle Purchasing Co. of 
New York and a group of whole- 
galers and manufacturers were 
found by the trade commission to 
hgve violated the provision. They 
asked the Supreme Court to re- 
view the controversy. 

Their petition said the Biddle 
company, which sells a market in- 
formation and purchasing service 
to wholesalers, contracted with 
sellers of commodities to dispose 
of their products. Sales were made 
to the wholesalers and commis- 
gions received by Biddle from the 
sellers were credited against its 
regular charge to wholesalers for 
the information service. 


CORN LOAN RISE TO APPLY 
OUTSIDE COMMERCIAL BELT 


Government Extends to 59 Counties 
the Privilege of Renewal 
at New Rate. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. — The 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration announced today it had ex- 
tended to farmers in 59 counties 
outside the commercial corn belt 
the privilege of renewing their 1937 
corn loans, made at the rate of 50 
cents a bushel, at the new 1938 
rate of 57 cents. 

Previously, the privilege had 
been granted only to farmers in 
the mid-Western region defined as 
the commercial corn area. 

Farmers applying for the higher 
Joan must show that their 1938 
acreage planted to soil-depleting 
crops did not exceed 102 per cent 
of their soil-depleting crop acreage 
allotment. 


The counties affected include St. 
Louis, Cedar,,Cole, Dade; Franklin, 
Gasconade, Jasper, Morgan, Sulli- 
wan and Warren in Missouri. 
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BENDIX FLYER FORCED

Lands in Pasture After He 
Runs Out of Oxygen 
and Fuel. 


Robert Perlich, Los Angeles sky- 
writer and entrant in the Bendix 
races, landed in- a small pasture 
at the east edge of Wood River at 
3:30 p. m. yesterday, after his plane 
had exhausted its fuel supply of 
390 gallons. His flying time from

BLOOMINGTON, Iil., Sept. 3. — 
Frank Cordova, who landed his 
plane here at 3:50 p. m., Central 
standard time, said tonight a faulty 
motor prevented him from winning 
the Bendix Air Race, 

Cordova said he had covered the 
first 700 miles of his flight from 
Burbank, Cal., at an average of 318 
miles an hour. One of three mo- 
tors failed at fhat point, reducing 
his average to 219 miles an hour for 
the balance of the 1700-mile hop 
to Bloomington. 

His projected non-stop flight to 
Cleveland was 2042 miles. 

“I figure I would have finished 
two hours ahead of the winner if 
that motor hadn’t failed,” he said, 
adding that he decided to terminate 
his flight here because of the en- 
gine trouble and approaching dark- 
ness. 

Cordova said he planned to con- 
tinue to Cleveland tomorrow.

U.S. SUBSIDY ON EXPORT 
WHEAT EXTENDED T0 FLOUR 


Shippers Have Until Aug. 15, 1939, 
to Sell 5,000,000 Barrels and 
Obtain Indemnity. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. — The 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration announced today éxpansion 
of its wheat export subsidy pro- 
gram to stimulate the foreign sale 
oi 5,000,00 barrels of flour. 

The Government will pay flour 
exporters the indemnity payments 
constituting the difference between 
the domestic price and the competi- 
tive price at which they must sell 
their product in world markets. 

To encourage export of 100,000,- 
000- bushels of surplus wheat, the 
Government is buyitig the grain at 
domestic prices and selling it to ex- 
porters at prices low enough to 
enable them to nieet foreign com- 
petition. Exporters will be given 
until Aug. 15, 1939, to export flour 
and receive indemnity payments. 

The A A A said its wheat pur- 
chases to date totaled 4,823,869 
bushels. The price paid ranged 
from 69 to 78.5 cents per bushel, 
delivered at Tidewater Terminals. 
Sales to exvorters totaled 1,849,597 
bushels. The Government losses on 
the sale ranged from 4 to 7 cents 
a bushel, 

Officials estimated it would fe- 
quire about 23,500,000 bushels of 
wheat to mill 5,000,000 barrele of 
flour. It takes about 4.7 bushels 
of wheat to make a barrel of flour.

LICENSES DURING FIRST YEAR 


Head of Bureau Says New Law Has 
Helped to Make Motorists

By the Associated Press, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 3.— 
More than a million Missouri mo- 
torists bought the State’s new driv- 
ers’ licenses during the first year 


of the new license law’s operation— 
an average of more than 125 an 
hour. 

Up to Sept. 1, a total of 1,119,250 
licenses had been issued, 22,750 of 
them in August, Deputy Motor Ve- 
hicle Commissioner Percy B. McMa- 
hon announced today. 

The driver's license law went into 
effect Sept..6, 1937. 

Licenses of 778 drivers had been 
revoked or suspended up to Sept. 
\1 for law violations, but 276 suspen- 
sions were lifted, leaving only 502 
still in effect.

“I hope that those for whom you 
speak will rise to a great opportu- 
nity; will abandon futile attacks on 
this program; and will concentrate 
on serving the paramount interests 
of the nation.” 

Hamilton’s Strange Deuial. 

In an open letter Hull replied to 
Hamilton's letter of Aug. 13 to him, 
charging the State Department with 
issuing false information in connec- 
tion with trade agreements. 

The Secretary criticised Hamil- 
ton’s “strange denial” that the trade 


peace, saying: - 

“It is serving the great cause of 
peace at this critical time when ev- 
ery possible weight should be cast 
into the balance on the side of 
peace.” 

Hull long has contended chat the 
trade treaties promoted peace by 
removing artificial trade _barriers 
and increasing the flow of needed 
goods between countries. 

Hull’s 2500-word letter abounded 
with phraseology typically his own. 
“Til-Concealed Attempt.” 
After asserting “the trade agree- 
ments program and its administra- 
tion need no defense,” he declared: 
“The greater part of your letter 
consists of an ill-concealed attempt 
to divert attention from the mis- 
leading use of trade statistics by 
your wing of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee and its allies, by 
trying to make it appear that this 
department is guilty of the same 

practice.” 

Prior to 1938, Hull said, “your 
committee factions and others were 
using the abnormal trade figures 
resulting from “drouth to stir up 
prejudice against the program.” 

Although the direction of agricul- 
tural trade in 19387 changed in fa- 
vor of exports, Hull remarked “evi- 
dently the newly-found zeal of your 
factional group for truth in such 
matters does not run very deep, for 
I understand that it is still having 
circulated throughout the farming 
regions the same misleading 1937 
import figures for certain farm 
dproducts, comparing them with 


1932.” 
By Such Hocus-Pocus. 

The circular, Hull said, “is as si- 
lent as Julius Caesar concerning 
farm income and farm prices in 
1937 compared with completely col- 
lapsed farm income and farm 
prices in 1932. By such hocus-pocus 
it asks the public to conclude that 
farmers are being ‘sold down the 
river.” He added: 

“This new resolution of your com- 
mittee group to deal virtuously with 
the truth would be more convincing 
if you would promptly discontinue 
and repudiate these unfair attacks 
on the program and thus make 
your actions conform with your pre- 
cepts.” 

Replying to Hamilton's assertion 
that there was an “irreconcilable 
conflict” between the trade agree- 
ments program afd the farm pro- 
gram of the administration, Hull 
retorted: 

“It is quite evident that you do 
not like either program. What you 
conceal, however, is the fact that 
the embargo tariff policy pursued 
during the years immediately prior 
to 1932 was in large measure re- 
sponsible for emergency farm con- 
ditions which forced emergency 
remedies, That-policy of extreme 
protectionism reached its climax in 
the notorious Hawley-Smoot Act.” 

“Segment of Party.” 

‘Implying throughout his letter 
that Hamilton Was speaking for 
only a part of the Republican party, 
Hull said the Smoot-Hawley Act 
“is evidently still supported by you 
and a segment of your party or- 
ganization in spite of the more en- 
lightened attitude being taken by 
many of the ablest leaders and vast 
numbers of the rank and file of 
your’ faith.” 

Hull rejected Hamilton’s conten- 
tion that farm price comparisons 
should be on the basis of old gold 
dollars, 

“What concerns the farmers,” he 
said, “is the amount of money they 
receive in current dollars and the 
amount of goods or services that 
they can buy with their dollars, 
The income of American farmers 
(this year) in terms of what they 
can buy with their money will be 
far aBbove 1932."

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3.—Australia’s Davis Cup team was about 
15,000 miles from home tonight and more than twice that far away from 
possession of the big silver bowl that stands as the glittering emblem of 


world team tennis supremacy, 


As the sun sank behind the big 
pine saucer of the Germantown 
Cricket Club, the Aussies, despite 
a gallant stand by young Jack 
Bromwich against the mastery of 
Don Budge, found themselves hope-- 
lessly routed. Budge and the trucu- 
lent Bobby Riggs, who signalized 
his Davis Cup career by upsetting 
the veteran Adrian Quist with sur- 
prising ease, had two points stacked 
away for America in the opening 
singles. 

Thus, the weary campaigners 
from “down under” faced the rath- 
er impossible task of sweeping the 
doubles and two remaining singles 
to capture the trophy. 

Riggs and Bromwich, though he 
was beaten, were the heroes of the 
alternately bored and _ excited 
throng of 9000 spectators. 

Bobby, drawn against the experi- 
enced Quist, second ranking star 
of the world, simply dusted his foe 
off the pockmarked grass courts, 
4-6, 6-0, 86, 61. Bromwich, re- 
garded as a soft sacrifice to the 
world’s amateur master, fought al- 
most two full hours before Budge 
rallied and whipped him, 6-2, 6-3. 
46, 7-5. And as the awkward 
young Australian lost the last three 
games and final set the crowd gave 
him a great ovation. : 

After Riggs had polished off 
Quist, and Budge had won the first 
two sets against Bromwich under 
wraps, the ‘crowd became bored.

The “big” name on the Billikens’ 
schedule is the University of Mis- 
sissippi, regarded as one of the 
strongest teams in the South. Last 
year, Mississippi trounced the Billi- 
kens by a score of 21 to 0, the most 
decisive defeat Coach Muellerleile’s 
eleven suffered during the entire 
season. 

Both Conzelman and Muellerleile 
have: “line trouble.” At Washing- 
ton, the two regular 1937 centers, 
Bertagnolli, a really great guard, 
and Tomlinson, a fine tackle, will 
not be available, while, at St. Louis, 
the two regular tackles, Best and 
Cagle, and Vollmer, a sturdy guard, 
are out of the service.

Fighters fought with bare 
hands, precluding the possibility 
of their striking with the same 
force as could a man wearing 
bandaged and gloved fist, 

Fear of breaking his hands also 
prevented striking with full 
power, except to the body. 

Boxers, knowing the battle 
would go to a finish, fought in a 
much more leisurely manner than 
they do under present limited 
round fight conditions. 

Fighters trained harder and 
longer for battles of the prize 
ring days than they now do. 

* * « 


It is this writer’s belief that 
contests under gloved conditions, 
‘with limited rounds anda smaller 
area within the ropes, are more 
severe tests and result in more 
serious harm than the barehand 
battles of long ago. 

These were more bloody and 
less vital. Bare hands cut, but 
seldom stunned opponents. 


Many Longer Battles. 

THE NAME OF SULLIVAN and 
the fact that John L. held the 
London Price Ring rules cham- 
pionship to his death in 1918 
lends greater glamor to the Rica- 
burg battle than it deserves. 

There were longer and more 
savage fights than this in the 
annals of the ring. A score are 
on record each lasting hours or 
more. . 

The longest fight of which we 
have any record was between 
Andy Bowen, a New Orleans mu- 
latto, and Jack Burke at New 
Orleans April 6, 1893. It went 
110 rounds and lasted seven 
hours and 19 minutes. It was 
declared “no contest”! That was 
because neither fignter was able 


to continue. 
- * 


Quite a Boy Was Bowen. 


NEGRO BOXERS of today can 
point with considerable pride to 
this member of their race, for 
Bowen had quite a record for 
gameness and stamina. One of 
his important fights was with 
Austin Gibbons, Dec: 29, 1891 
and was, after the fashion of the 


' times for a side wager, in this 


‘case $2500 a side. Bowen lost 
after a struggle of 48 rounds. 

In January, 1893 he beat Joe 
Fielden of England for $2500 
side money and then in April 
of that year’ he fought his record 
battle of 110 rounds. 

His second longest bout was 
with Jack Everhardt May 31, 
1893 less than two months after 
he had fought his record fight. 

He beat Everhardt for a $2000 
purse in 85 rounds lasting five 
hours and 38 minutes! 

Bowen next fought a draw in 
10 rounds with Stantion Abbot, 
and then a 25-round draw with 
Jimmy Carson, Aug. 8, 1894. 

Tragedy was stalking Bowen 
at tnat time and overtook him in 
his next fight. This occurred in 
December, 1894 when he fought 
the famous Kid Lavigne who 
beat him in a savage encounter 
in 18 rounds.

Federal Corrupt Fractices 
Act Applies to Elections, 


Not Primaries, Supreme | 


Court Held. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 3—Senator 
Sheppard (Dem,), Texas, said today 
he would urge Congress to revise 
and broaden the Corrupt Practices 
Act to fix a uniform limit of ex- 
penditures in senatorial campaigns. 
Expenditures in senatorial pri- 
maries, unregulated by Congress 
since the Supreme Court’s decision 
in the Newberry case in 1924, now 
range from the legal allowance of 
$3000 in Oklahoma to unlimited 
amounts in at least 11 states. 
Sheppard said a study of State 
expenditure laws, completed by the 
Campaign Expenditures Committee, 
of which he is chairman, had con- 
vinced him of the need of uniform 
legislation in this field. 
As the Federal Corrupt Practices 


Act now atands, a senatorial nom- 
inee mnmay spend up to $25,000 in 
his genera] election campaign. But 
the Supreme Court held.that pri- 
mary elections where state matters 
and Federal control of primary 
expenditures was forbidden. 


A Question of Law. 


If Congress broadens the Corrupt 
Practices Act to include primaries, 
in an effort to obtain a different 
decision from the Supreme Court, 
there still might be a legal question 
as to whether the Federal law su- 
perseded state laws, Sheppard said. 


This question might arise even 
now in the case of New Jersey, 
whose State law permits a senato- 
rial nominee to spend $50,000 in 
the general election- despite the 
$25,000 Federal limitation, Shep- 
pard pointed out. He instructed 
committee aids to look into the law 
on this point. 


The committee's survey showed 
that Delaware, Georgia, Illinois, 
Louisiana, Maine, Minnesota, Penn- 
sylvania, Rhode Island, South Caro- 
lina, Vermont and Washington had 
no state laws governing senatorial 
primary expenditures, Sheppard re- 
ported 


In addition, the committee found 
that state election laws in Kansas, 
Kentucky, Nebraska, New York 
and Ohio might not be applicable 
senatorial campaign expendi- 
ures, 


15 States Fix Amount. 


In addition to New Jersey and 
Oklahoma, 13 other states fix def- 
inite amounts that may be spent 
by senatorial candidates. They are 
Alabama, Arizona, Colorado, Fior- 
ida, Idaho, Massachusetts, Mississip- 
pi, New Hampshire, North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Texas, Utah and 
Wisconsin. New Jersey’s limit of 
$50,000 for the primary and $50,000 
for the general election is the high- 
est in the list. Oklahoma has a 
‘limit of $3000 on primary expendi- 
a and Utah $4000 for both elec- 

ons. 


In 11 states expenditures are lim- 
ited to a percentage of a year’s sal- 
ary as Senator. Arkansas and Cali- 
fornia permit a candidate to spend 
a full year’s pay, or $10,000, in his 
campaign. Iowa fixes the limit at 
a half year’s salary in the primary 
and the same amount in the gen- 
eral election. _ 


In South Dakota, the total for 
both elections is limited to half a 
year’s salary, while in Connecticut 
the limit is one-third. Montana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, North Da- 
kota, Oregon and Wyoming limit 
expenditures to from 10 to 20 per 
cent of a year’s pay for each race. 

In Indiana, Maryland, Michigan, 
Missouri and Virginia the candi- 
date’s expenditures are restricted 
by complicated systems based on 
the votes cast—in most cases—for 
the nominee for Governor in the 
last preceding election. West Vir- 
ginia puts the limit at $75 per 
county. 

Inquiry in California. 

Sheppard disclosed special inves- 
tigators for the committee were in- 
vestigating charges of political 
abuse in California. 

“There are some things that re- 
quire further investigation in Cali- 
fornia before they can be disclosed,” 
Sheppard said.

TALYS POST-WAR 
INS BEGIN EXODUS 


Some Apply for Re-Entry In- 
to Germany—Allowed to 
Take Out Only $150. 


By the Associated Press, 
ROME, Sept. 3.—Jews, who set- 


tled in Italy after the World War, 
estimated to number as many as 
20,000, have begun their exodus. 

A small number, mostly tran- 
sients, packed up as soon as they 
learned of Thursday’s decree oust- 
ing Jews who have settled in this 
country, the Aegean Islands and 
Libya since Jan, 1, +1919. They 
were given six months to leave. 

Others are disposing of homes, 
furniture and other property pre- 
paratory to leaving. Under the law 
they may take no money out of the 
country except a small amount— 
abcut $150—for traveling expenses. 

A large percentage of Italy’s for- 
eign Jews are Germans and Aus- 
trians who sought to escape Nazi 
racial laws. Many considered re- 
turning to German territory. 

Those applying to the German 
Consulate in Rome were told noth- 
ing in existing regulations prevent- 
ed their re-entry into Germany, but 
that specific instructions would be 
sought from Berlin. 

The newspaper I] Tevere forecast 
removal of Jews from the armed 
forces next.

Administration Drive to De-|' 


pend Largely on Farm 
and Congress Support for 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 3—Agri- 
culture Department officials said 
today that the administration was 
considering placing processing 


taxes near the top of its legislative 


program at the next sesion of Con- 
grest. Such taxes would raise rev- 
enue for increased Denefit payments 
to, farmers. . 

The extent to which the admin- 
istration will press for action on 
processing taxes will depend large- 
ly, officials said, on the support 


that price-fixing proposals receive 
among farmers and members of 
ngress between ‘now and next 
anuary, when Congress meets. 
The decline of the general ‘evel 
of farm ‘prices to the lowest point 
in four years, and official estimates 
that the farm income this year 
would be ‘more than $1,000,000,000 
less than in 1937, have brought 
price-fixing proposals to the fore 
in many farming sections, particu- 
larly the cotton and wheat belts, 
Price-Fixing Proposal. 

Under one proposal advanced by 
several members of the last ‘Con- 
gress, the Government would be di- 
rected to set the prices on major 
farm products consumed in this 
country. Such prices would be such 
as to assure growers “cost of pro- 
duction,” which would. include a 
margin of profit. They would en- 
tail, officials said, substantial in- 
creases over current market prices. 

This proposal would do away 
with the present Farm Act and its 
system of acreage allotments, com- 
modity loans, marketing quotas and 
benefit payments. 

Officials said that Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace, an outspoken 
critic of price-fixing, intended to 
make a series of speeches in the 
cotton, wheat and corn belts this 
fall in an attempt to marshal farm 
support for the existing legisla- 
tion, possibly offering administra- 
tion support of processing taxes to 
raise funds to supplement the $500,- 
000,000 soil conservation payments 
now disbursed annually to farmers 
co-operating with Federal farm pro- 
grams. \ 

$200,000,000 or More a Year. 

‘The taxes would be at rates de- 
signed to raise between $200,000,000 
and $300,000000,. annually. They 
would be levied on manufacturers 
or’ processors of cotton, tobacco, 
rice, field corn, wheat and synthetic 
fibers. 

The rates under consideration are 
about as follows: Cotton, 3 cents a 
pound; flour, 50 cents a hundred 
pounds; rice, 50 cents a hundred 
pounds; manufactured corn prod- 
ucts, about 30 cents a hundred 
pounds; cigarettes, from 6 to 10 
cents a thousand; cigars, from 4 to 
30 cents a thousand. 

Similar rates were proposed in a 
bill introduced at the last session of 
Congress by» Senator Pope (Dem.), 
Idaho, who later was defeated for 
renomination. Although indorsed 
in general by Wallace, the measure 
made no progress. 

Sliding Scale Likely. 

Officials said it was possible the 
administration would propose a 
sliding scale of tax rates, with 
rates increasing when farm prices 
declined, thereby raising greater 
revenue for payment of farm sub- 
sidtes. The rates would decrease 
when farm prices increased and 
the need for larger subsidies no 
longer existed. Officials said this 
would “protect” the interest of the 
consumer, who, they added, would 
in the last analysis pay the tax. 

Agriculture Department attorneys 
expressed confidence a “properly- 
drafted” processing tax bill would 
be constitutional, despite the Su- 
preme Court’s having knocked out 
similar taxes levied under the first 
Agriculture Adjustment Act, They 
said the court held the processing 
taxes invalid because they were 
connected with “an unconstitution- 
al program of farm control,” and 
| that a proper bill would provide for 
payment of the processing taxes 
into the Government’s general rev- 
enue fund, without specifying the 
use to which the money would be 
put. Congress, under existing leg- 
islation, could appropriate for farm 
subsidies the amount equivalent to 
that raised by the taxes.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. 
VERY great capital, Washington includ- 
ed, will have its eyes on the quaint, the 
almost theatrically medieval town of 
Nurnberg next week. What Adolf Hitler says 
at the annual Nazi rally beginning there 
Monday may determine whether there shall 
be temporary peace or immediate war in 
Europe. 

Never, not even in 1914, have the outward 
portents of war been so dark and baleful. 
Germany has a million men under arms in 
simulated war conditions; the British home 
fleet, as in August, 1914, will start maneu- 
vers next week in the North Sea off Scot- 
land; the German fleet is already going 
through “routine” war games; British and 
French cabinet officers have been instructed 
to remain close to London and Paris within 
easy call; British, French and Russian 
newspapers unanimously agree in suppart- 
ing the foreign policies of their govern- 
ments; the controlled German press is clam- 
oring as with one voice that German “rights’’ 
must be respected; there is a general flight 
of European currencies to the dollar, and 
France has increased its army from 700,000 
to 825,000 men. In Washington the State 
Department is receiving daily trans-Atlantic 
telephone reports from its De apa in 
the disturbed regions.

Only Spark Is Necessary. 

What is feared in Washington and the 
other democratic capitals is an “incident” on 
the Czechoslovakian border that would set 
off the “powder keg of Europe” and start 
another European, and possibly, another 
World War. Such an incident, in reality 
nothing but a provoked excuse, would test 
the geographic rearrangement of Europe by 
the Treaty of Versailles and mark the sec- 
ond step of Hitler’s revival of the Hohenzol- 
lern dream of a Germanic Mitteleuropa, 
the latest manifestation of “Drang nach Os- 
ten,” the Teutonic push to the east. 

A few observers, military as well as dip- 
lomatic, insist that Hitler is bluffing in 
Czechoslovakia, that he is holding the match 
near the fuse but does not dare ignite it 
because he realizes that he has neither the 
natural resources nor the raw material re- 
serves to wage a war at this time. Many in- 
formed persons who have studied Hitler’s 
bold, unorthodox.and effective methods, par- 
ticularly those who have read the German 
Chancellor’s “Mein Kampf” which baldly 
states his objectives and his strategies, be- 
lieve that if a compromise is reached in 
Czechoslovakia at this time it will be a mere 
lull before the storm. This belief is found- 
ed on Hitler’s declared intention to establish 
a German hegomony over Europe, particu- 
larly the Danubian basin, and to seize the 
Russian Ukraine if possible. In this view, 
Czechoslovakia is pictured as a stepping stone 
to the southeast and into the rich Soviet black 


earth belt. 


Germans Fanned by Press 

And Radio to Warlike Heat. | 

According to this thesis, Hitler’s agitated 
concern for the 3,500,000 Sudeten Germans 
in Czechoslovakia and the rejection of pre- 
vious Czech concessions to this political mi- 
nority are merely part of his power politics 
plot to scrap the Versailles treaty and’ make 
the Third Reich the dominant power in Eu- 
rope. So far, Hitler and the controlled Ger- 
man press and radio have done nothing to 
refute this argument. In fact, the recent ut- 
terances, coming on the heels of the German 
seizure of Austria, support the contention. 
Tavern fights are pictured in the German 
newspapers as Czech “atrocities” with the

spared to inflame the Germans into a war-

It has been called an island of de- 
mocracy in a sea of dictatorship, the bastion 
of liberalism pointing into totalitarian Ger- 
many, and, by the Germans, the western- 
most outpost of Communism. This latter 
characterization is rather’ far-fetched and 
was framed for political use in Germany and 
other Fascist states. The Russians, visualiz- 
ing Czechoslovakia captured by Germany, see 
the region as a spearhead pointed at the 
heart of the Ukraine.

sary point for European equilibrium. If this 
position is given up all of Congene Europe 
is gone.” 

The country itself, smaller than the state 
of Illinois, is 600 miles long and from 45 to 
175 miles wide. It has no outlet to the sea, 
and even if totalitarian military measures 
are not used, it can be devitalized by Fascist 
economic pressure. From a military stand- 
point, it is vulnerable to airplane attacks 
because its principal cities can be reached 
from Germany in less than an hour, but it 
has natural protection from its mountains on 
almost all sides. This natural protection has 
been greatly augmented by a series of forti- 
fications modeled after the Maginot, line in 


France and by one of the most efficient ar-' 


mies in the world, It is universally agreed, 
however, that this small country of 15,000,- 
000 persons could not defend itself from 
Germany’s resources of 75,000,000 persons. 
The Praha Government’ asserts it could hold 
Germany out of Bohemia for three weeks, 
and then after’ retiring to its second line of 
defense in Moravia, hold the rest of the 
country for three months. 


Czechs and Their History; 

Patriotic, Tenacious People | 

The Czechs are a tenacious, patriotic but 
not belligerent people. They were free until 
1620, the year the nobles of Bohemia were 
annihilated by the Austrian Hapsburgs at 
the Battle of White Mountain. The Slovaks 
were united with the Czechs before the Hun- 
garians overran them a thousand years ago. 

The two Slavic nations nursed their cul- 
ture and desire for liberty for more than 300 
years of despotism and exploitation. ° Like 
the Irish and the Poles they handed down 


allies today and in 1914. 


from father to son the legends and traditions 
of a free people. 

The Sudetic mountains on the north and 
west frontiess were a natural boundary be- 
tween the Austrian-Hungarian Bohemia and 
Germany. The Czech title to these moun- 
tains is older than the German. The Czechs 
settled this region in the sixth century, the 
Germans did not come in large numbers 
until the twelfth. Since then there has been 
a steady infiltration of townsmen, traders 
and artisans and now Nazi propagandists. 

During the 300 years of Hapsburg rule, 
the Germans were given political and eco- 
nomic preferences. They built up the porce- 
lain industry near Karlsbad, mined the brown 
coal in the mountains, developed the glass 
industry around Gabloz, and the textile mills 
at Reichenberg, Koniginhof and Rumburk. 


Postwar Discrimination 

Against German Minority 

Before the World War, the Germans were 
on top and they treated the Slavs as inferi- 
ors; now the Slavs are in control and until 
Hitler came into power in Germany they saw 
no reason to snow mercy to their former 
masters. Phe Sudetens have a legitimate 
complaint, just as have the Magyars on the 
southern border, that the Praha Government 
has not lived up to the promises given at 
Versailles, and that the civil, political and 
religious minority rights guaranteed by the 
1920 Constitution have been ignored. 


These postwar racial discriminations 
played into the hands of the, Sudeten Ger- 
man leaders, notably Hans Krebs, the foun- 
der in 1920 of the Bohemian Nazi party, of- 
ficially known as the Deutche Nationalsozi- 
alistische Arbeiter Partei, or the German Na- 
tional Socialist Workers’ Party. Krebs and 
his principal leaders were arrested in 1933 
and “voluntarily” disbanded their party. He 


fled to Germany where he became an inti-‘ 


mate of Hitler, and was rewarded by elec- 
tion to the Reichstag, although still a 
Czechoslovakian citizen, 


Konrad Henlein Sets Up 

Sudeten Party, Carries On 

Konrad Henlein took up where Krebs left 
off by founding the German Sudeten party. 

Now regarded by most observers as a mere 
agent of Hitler, Propaganda Minister Goeb- | 
bels and Krebs, Henlein has made rapid 
strides since 1933. Like Hitler before 1933, 
he has refused, as a matter of political 
strategy, even to take a seat in the Praha 


‘Parliament, By so abstaining he can criticise 


the Government without responsibility. 
Membership of the Henlein party consists 
of neterogeneous German economic blocs— 
unemployed laborers, impoverished middle 
class employes, nationally minded German 
industrialists and intellectuals. The Henlein 
program in the past has been copied from 
the Nazi program of the Reich, except for 
the natural limitations imposed by a state 
in which it can never hope to become a 


majority. 
The Henleinists, however, want a definite

Lewis to the Rescue 


Forced Into Role of Partisan 
Arbiter, He Is Only Man 
With Chance of Prevent- 


ing Disruption in Factional 


Fight for Control.

ACTIONALISM in the United Automobile 
Workers of America has brought John 
L. Lewis face to face with the most dif- 
ficult situation that has confronted him since 
he stormed out of the American Federation 
of Labor’s Atlantic’ City convention three 
years ago to form the Committee for In-« 
dustrial Organization. 
The open appeal of the U A W rebels 
at Toledo two weeks ago that he appoint an 
administrator for the union, and the intransi< 
gence of Homer Martin, president of the 
strife-torn international, in the face of a 
compromise proposal by Lewis, have left the 
C10 chairman “holding the bag” in a con- 
troversy that threatens to disrupt what is 
potentially the most powerful labor union in 
the United States. To save the day he will 
have to display the wisdom of a baby-halve 
ing Solomon or the ruthlessness of a knote 
slashing Alexander. 
Lewis in Partisan Role. 

The action of the Toledo gathering, called 
by the five ousted international officers of 
the U A W—Vice-presidents Richard Franke 
ensteen, Wyndham Mortimer, Ed Hall and 
Walter Wells and Secretary-Treasurer George 
Addes—brought Lewis into the picture vir- 


‘tually as their partisan, instead of as a neue 
;| tral arbiter. 


Martin’s followers took advantage of this 
at Milwaukee last Sunday to vote to with- 
hold their regular 5-cent monthly per capita 
tax from the C I O—a move obviously de- 
signed to counter the Toledo resolution to 


withhold dues from the U A W and place them 


in trust with the C I O pending a settle- 
ment. 

Nevertheless, Lewis is the only man who 
has a real chance of holding the union to- 
gether. The question is whether any come 
promise such as the one he proposed, under 
which the union woulc return to the status 
quo of last summer’s Milwaukee convention 
and the ousted officers would be reinstated 
pending a rank and file vote at next sum- 
mer’s convention, would really work.

Our new Federal wage and hour law is expected 
to obtain for certain groups of unorganized labor a 
measure of the protection which “trade boards” 
provide in British industries where there is no ef- 
fective machinery for collective bargaining. 

The report will serve to dispel certain misconcep- 
tions as to legal restrictions placed on British labor. 
For example, it explodes the myth that British labor 
unions are incorporated and that sympathetic strikes 
are outlawed. Sympathetic strikes are forbidden 
only when they are designed to coerce the Govern- 
ment, and their number, in terms of the total work- 
ers affected, has increased since passage of the 
British Trade Unions Act in 1927. 


veloped machinery for avoiding, for the most part, 
the jurisdictional strikes which have caused such 
unwarranted disturbance in this country. Their 
prevalence in America is due to two reasons. First, 
the American Federation of Labor lacks authority 
to settle disputes between the various autonomous 
internationals which it comprises. Secondly, the num- 
ber of jurisdictional disputes is aggravated by the 
schism between the A. F. of L. and the C I O. 

As long as employers are subject td the harass- 
ment of disputes and strikes arising from this cleav- 
age in the workers’ own ranks, the cause of labor 
and of orderly industrial relations is compromised. 
It is a stupid stage that has no counterpart in the 
development of trade unionism in Great Britain. 

The commission found that, in the final analysis, 
the pacific character of British labor relations is 
grounded on the recognition by labor and capital of 
their mutual interests, and of their responsibility to 
the public as well as to each other. The same under- 
lying fact will be revealed in the forthcoming re- 
port on labor relations in Sweden. An awareness 
of these fundamental realities would go a surprising 
distance toward clearing up the industrial atmos- 
phere in this country.

HAT can we do as Republican party

voice in Czechoslovakian foreign 
policy and one of their objectives 
is the abrogation of the treaties be- 
tween Czechoslovakia, France and 
Soviet Russia. In recent weeks 
they have demanded that the Sude- 
ten Germans be granted full auton- 
omy in western districts, despite 
the fact that 400,000 Czechs live in 
these regions. One argument has 
been that a Germanic government, 
comparable to Irish “home rule,” 
could be set up. The Irish analogy, 
however, does not bear close scru- 
tiny. The Irish were and are not 
beholden to a hostile foreign power. 


Puts Trust in Alliances. 
By March of this year, Henlein 
had progressed far enough to claim 
55 of the 300 seats in the Praha 
Chamber of Deputies. The Czech 
Agrarians, the present administra- 
tion party, has only 45 deputies but 
by coalitions it can muster 163 
votes, a clear majority. There are 
71 members who support neither 
the Government nor Henlein, in- 
cluding 30 Communists and seven 
Fascists. There are 11 German So- 
cialists whose course cannot be 
forecast at this time. In the past 
they have supported the Govern- 
ment and have had representation 
in the Cabinet. 


The presence of so many Sudetic 
Germans within the borders of 
Czechoslovakia has always been a 
concern of the Praha Govern- 
ment. Masaryk and Benes real- 
ized that racial animosities made 
Germany and Hungary potential 
enemies and possible invaders. They 
also realized that Czechoslovakia, 
geographically isolated as it is, 
could not successfully defend itself 
for long against a foe having great- 
er natural and economic advan- 
tages. | 

This dependence on greater Pow- 
ers for survival is the reason Masa- 
ryk and Benes labored incessantly 
for alliances and understandings. 
Czechoslovakia always took an im- 
portant part in the operation of 
that other Versailles creation, the 
League of Nations, and fortified the 
League Covenant by being a prime 
mover in the Little Entente of 
Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia and Ru- 
mania against Hungary. In 1925 
Benes and Briand made what has 
become Czechoslovakia’s most im- 
portant alliance. In a reaty, France 
and Czechoslovakia agreed to give 
reciprocal military aid in the event 
of unprovoked aggression by a third 
Power. The new republic was fur- 
ther protected when France made 
a treaty with Soviet Russia in 1935, 
providing that both countries would 
give military aid to Czechoslovakia 
in event of an.unprovoked attack 
by a third Power, presumably Ger- 
many. The latter treaty stipulated, 
however, that Russia is obligated to 
furnished aid equal only to that of 


q 


Paris, Praha and Moscow. 

The French-Czech-Soviet pacts 
are in the forefront of discussion 
now. France has announced that 
it is ready to give aid if Germany 
invades Bohemia for the “protec- 
tion” of the Sudeten minority. 

Great Britain, through cautious 
utterances by Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain in the House of Commons 
last March, and more recently by 
Sir John Simon, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, at Lanark, Scotland, has 
warned Germany that Great Brit- 
ain and France probably will stand 
shoulder to shoulder to protect the 
independence of the Praha Gov- 
ernment. Soviet Russia is said to 
have concluded an agreement with 
Rumania to permit Russian troop 
movements through that country to 
reach Czechoslovakia through 
rugged Ruthenia. The existence of 
this agreement cannot be verified, 
but as early as last year, Soviet 
Russia arranged for a “civilian” air- 
plane service between Kiev and 
Praha, which would go over Ru- 
mania territory. 

When Benes and Briand made 
the 1925 pact little thought was giv- 
en to anything except outright mili- 
tary invasion. In those days “peace- 
ful penetration by propaganda” was 
almost unheard of, nor was there 
the example of German and Italian 
“volunteers” in Spain. It was a so- 
called “preventive pact,” designed 
to reinforce and implement the 
League of Nations system of col- 
lective security. Since then there 
have been the invasions of Ethio- 
pia and Austria, where the League 
system proved ineffective. 


The present important question, 
What would France and the

the Sudeten Germans or applies the 
economic pressures with the aid of 
Italy, Poland and Hungary? 


Fuehrer and His Strategy. 


The backgrounds and the person- 
alities of the principal figures in 
the present picture are important. 


At the writing the fate of Europe 
seems to hang on the decisions of 
Adolf Hitler, whose sieteoric rise 
in the past five years has proved 
that the ambitions outlined in his 
“Mein Kampf’ cannot be disregard- 
ed as the rhetoric of a self-an- 
nointed demagogue. In his inva- 
sion of the. Rhineland and his seiz- 
ure of Austria he rejected the mili- 
tary advice of his general staff, 
and succeeded. Seemingly, he has 
gambled at long odds by striking 
when his enemies were unprepared 
and torn by internal strife. This 
time has has a million men already 
under arms and the civilian popula- 
tion is under war rule. His general 
staff is said to have worked out a 
strategy of “blitzartig”—a lightning 
course of action—which presents an 
accomplished fact before opposing 
forces can be put into the field. 
The present “war games” have giv- 
en Hitler a week’s start in mobilila- 
tion over his potential enemies. 


Konrad Henlein, the Sudeten lead- 
er, can hardly be called a princi- 
pal if reports from Praha are cor- 
rect. The accounts of negotiations 
with Czech and British officials 
plainly indicate that he is merely 
the official mouthpiece who must 
receive his-instructions from Ger- 
many before he can talk. Shrewd 
European observers assert that the 
man next to Hitler in the Czech 
crisis is Hans Krebs, who carefully 
remains behind the scenes. 


Henlein was born in the border 
town of Asch about 40 years ago. His 
mother was a Czéch and his father, 
of German blood, was the Mayor of 
the Sudeten town of Reichenau. 
He fought in the Austrian Army 
and was captured by the Italians in 
1918. After the war he returned to 
the Sudetens and for a_ time, 
clerked in a bank. Resigning this 
position, he became an instructor 
in a gymnasia, the Turnverband, 
which he developed into a wide- 
spread secret society for the dis- 
semination of Nazi and Sudeten 
propaganda. His enemies insist 
that his activities have been sub- 
sidized by Paul Joseph Goebbels, 
the German Propaganda Minister. 


Benes and Hodza. 


The Czechoslovakian principals 
are President Benes and Prime 
Minister Hodza, who are carrying 
on the Sudeten negotiations with 
Hitler through Henlein and the 
British Viscount Runciman. 

Benes, the former student, the 
disciple and the successor of Dr. 
Masaryk, is known as “the smart- 
est little statesman in Europe.” A 
man of logic and at the same time 
a realist, he has shown a concilia- 
tory attitude which has won warm 
approval in London and Paris in 
the present crisis. 

Dr. Milan Hodza is more of the 
politician type. The son of an 
evangelical pastor, he has been a 
professor, a journalist, and an or- 
ganizer of trade unions and agri- 
cultural co-operatives. As a poli- 
tician he represents the Protestant 
Slovakian bourgeoisie. Before the 
World War he fought for autonomy 
of the non-Magyar population. The 
Socialists consider him a conserva- 
tive. 

Britons in Decisive Roles. 


Although Great Britain has no 
formal treaty with Czechoslovakia 
and publicly bas given only the 
vaguest indications that Britain 
would join France in the protec- 


tion of Czechoslovakia, three Brit- 
ish officials—Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain, Viscount Runciman and 
Winston Churchill—are playing 
what may be the decisive parts in 
present crisis. 


In carrying out his European 
policy of “appeasement,” Prime 
Minister Chamberlain has set great 
store by personal contact with the 
rulers, particularly the Fascist dic- 
tators. Virtually his own Foreign 
Minister since the ousting of An- 
thony Eden, he tried to effect an 
English-Italian agreement with 
Mussolini to get the “volunteers” 
out of Spain, and he sent Runci- 
man to Praha a month ago to see 
if the British Lord could work out 
an acceptable compromise on the 
Sudeten problem, 


Runciman, who comes from an 
old, wealthy ship owning family, 
has been a power in British poli- 
tics for the past 20 years. A suave, 
practical poiitician of the old school, 
he received scant courtesy from 
the blustering Henlein, and with 
difficulty arranged an interview. 
His mission was to maintain peace 
as long as possible and many ob- 
servers suspected that he pursued 
a deliberate policy of investiga- 
tion and delay in the hope that the 
problem would solve itself. He was 
able to wrangle concessions from 
the Benes-Hodza government, but 
so far as known, has not been able 
to break down the intransigent at- 
titude of Hitler and Henlein. 

Chamberlain and Runciman have 
been charged with being under the 
domination of the “Cliveden set” of 
Lady Astor, the Marquis of Lothian 
and several powerful press lords, 
which favors agreements with the 
Fascist Powers of Germany and 
Italy rather than the entente with 
France. The contention is_ that 
these rich families, alarmed by 
strength of the British labor and 
the French Socialist parties, fore- 
see Communism sweeping Europe 
if the Fascist Powers are weakened. 


Old “Balance of Power” Policy. 
Churchill, on the other hand, sees 
the threat to Great Britain coming 


from Germany. He upholds the 
historical British policy that no 
nation or group of nations shall be 
able to dominate Europe. Defend- 
ing this “balance of power” tradi- 
tion, he said at Essex last week: 
“The whole state of Europe and 
of the world is moving steadily to- 
ward a climax which cannot be long 
delayed. Wars certainly are not in- 
evitable but the danger to peace 
will not be removed until the vast 
German armies, which have been 
called from their homes, have been 
disposed of. It seems to me that 
these great forces have not been 
placed on a war footing without 
the intention of reaching a con- 
clusion within a very limited space 
of time. 


“It would be a mistake for any 
foreign Power to suppose that Brit- 
ain is no longer, if need be, capable 
of bearing her part with other na- 
tions in defending the title deeds 
of mankind,” 

New Figure on the Scene, 

Another and a mysterious figure 
entered the picture last week when 
Admiral Nicholas Horthy, the re- 
gent of Hungary, was lavishly en- 
tertained by Hitler with military 
and naval displays. His presence 
on the Hitler yacht at Kiel led one 
noted European observer to spec-

Some military observers believe 
this army could hold Germany at 
bay for two or three weeks, until 
help came from France, Soviet Rus- 
sia, or perhaps Rumania and Yugo- 
slavia. But Czechoslovakia is an 
“island” and only one potential 
ally, Rumania, has a common 
boundary. Poland has announced 
that it will never permit Soviet sol- 
diers to cross its borders and 
France would have to dispatch 
troops via the Mediterranean and 
thence through Rumania.

about this route. 


The German military strategy ob- 
viously would be a “pincer” move- 
ment from Silesia and German Aus- 
tria, which would cut off Bohemia 
and part of Moravia with its cities 
of Praha, Pilsen, Brunn and Morav- 
ska Ostrava from the eastern por- 
tion of the country. The important 
Skoda armament plant is at Pilsen 
and Brunn is known as the Mo- 
ravien Manchester and Ostrava as 
the Czech Pittsburgh. Bohemia it- 
self is a cup with Praha at the 
center. Its mountains afford a nat- 
ural protection aad once invaded it 
might be another Spain. The 
Czechs already have started mov- 
ing parts of many of their most 
important industries, particularly 
the armament plants, to the eastern 
provinces as a precaution against 
the successful seizure of Bohemia. 

Why Czechs Won't Yield. 

It is easy to give an ill-informed 
opinion that President Benes 
should cede complete automony to 
the Sudetens now, rather than 
later. To do so, however, would be 
to cede the richest industrial and 
most highly fortified areas to a hos- 
tile Power. The Sudeten Germans 
form a rough horseshoe around 80 
per cent of the industrial wealth 
of the nation. With Bohemia and 
the western part of Moravia dis- 
membered, the rest of the country 
could not exist as an entity. Fur- 
thermore the millions of Czechs 
would still constitute a majority in 
the dismembered region. 

On May. 21, the Praha Govern- 
ment gave a demonstration of how 
quickly the regular and reserve 
troops can be mobilized. The occa- 
sion was municipal elections in sev- 
eral important Sudetic towns. The 
call, which affected 400,000 regular 
and reserve troops, demonstrated 
that the Praha Government was in 
complete control of an efficient 
army machine. The exhibition fore- 
stalled at the time any serious Nazi 
agitation. The present program 
calls for every man to be in posi- 
tion within six hours. 

In addition to its army, Czecho- 
slovakia has a large section of the 
civilian population that will fight 
to the death to protect its inde- 
pendence. This is a result of a land 
law of 1919, which provided that no 
person should own more than 350 
arable acres or more than 625 acres 
of all kinds. Before this decree, 
more than 25 per cent of Bohemia 
was owned by less than 2 per cent 
of its people, and more than a third 
of Moravia was owned by less than 
1 per cent. One family, the 
Schwarzenbergs, owned 187 estates, 
totaling 493,200 acres, and a wealthy 
bishop was the possessor of 114,- 
394 acres. The old owners were re- 
imbursed for their property at 1913- 
1915 values, and the land was dis- 
tributed among the small farmers 
and tenants. The Government re- 
tained 2,870,000 acres for forestry 
and experimentation. The average 
farm today has 15 acres, and the 
Praha Government is relying on 
these farm owners to defend their 
own possessions. 

World’s Eyes on Nurnberg. 


Of all the capitals of the world, 
Praha is the most directly interest- 
ed in what Hitler will say at Nurn- 
berg next week. Although in the 
past he has struck rapidly and un- 
expectedly, he has, with the excep- 
tion of the seizure of Austria, an- 
nounced his.program far in ad- 
vance, 


In 1935 at Nurnberg he de- 
nounced the armament sections of 
the Treaty of Versailles and pro- 
ceeded to rearm Germany. In 1936, 
he declaimed against the “Powers 
of disorder,” and warned that “the 
Brown army must march again if 
Bolshevism raises its head in Ger- 
many or on the German frontiers.” 
In 1937, he cheered the _ Berlin- 
Rome-Tokio axis against the Com- 
munist Internationale, an under- 
standing with Italy and Japan 
based on the Comintern bogey. 
This year he undoubtedly will re- 
view the events leading up to the 
seizure of Austria and the realiza- 
tion of his dream of an “anschluss” 
with his native country.

The patriarch of a 
2000-acre cotton and tobacco plan- 
tation in Lee County, South Caro- 
lina, which w@s conferred on one 
of his ancestors by Royal Patent 
prior to the revolution, he is the 
most accomplished rabble-rouser 
South Carolina has known since 
“Pitchfork” Ben Tillman. His 
father, two brothers and brothers- 
in-law were or are Methodist clergy- 
men. One brother, the Rev. Coke 
Smith, now deceased, was a bishop. 
So that the Senator refers to him- 
self as “the only black sheep in 
the family.” He is a master of 
copious quotations from the Bible; 
but of every three phrases in his 
moutk, one is the oath: “great God 
Almighty.” 

Though highly voluble in two 
tongues—the phraseology of edu- 
cated men and the colloquialisms 
of South Carolina’s backwoods— 
Senator Smith has for years kept 
a few deep, dark secrets. He never 
speaks of the fact, which is not 
mentioned in his biography in the 
Congressional directory, that he 
was once guilty of completing a 
law course at Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity. 

10-Cent Spectacles. 

Another skeleton in his closest is 
the source from which he obtains 
his spectacles. After some years of 
grievous ‘experience with opticians, 


he hit on the device of going to a 


10@-cent shop and trying on pair 
after pair until one was found that 
suited his eyes. This remains his 
practice. He is ranked as the cham- 
pion turkey-hunter and fisherman 
of his State, and often returns with 
a full catch when his companions 
are empty-handed. Not even his 
sons have been able to extract from 
him the secret of the bait he uses. 

When the Senator began his ca- 
reer as “a child of destiny,” he 
found himself in possession of two 
invaluable gifts: His facial linea- 
ments, as elastic as India rubber, 
could, like an actor’s, instantly mir- 
ror every shade of feeling. Sec- 
ondly, he had a voice. It was not 
a deep voice, but one endowed with 
a ring and carrying power that 
a hog-caller might envy. When in 
good form, the Senator can be 
heard for half a mile. It is a voice 
able to sound all the changes be- 
tween a throbbing chest note and 
a piteous tremolo.

The future 
Senator, likewise, learned that with 
his voice and power of facial ex- 
pression he had little need of ideas 
in his function of vote-getter. As

a.matter of fact, he has dispensed 
with all save three major themes, 
the merit of which is that they are 
void of every taint of originality, 
and are already believed by his 
constituents before they are ut- 
tered. They sufficéd in 1896 to elect 
him to his first office, as a mem- 
ber of the South Carolina State 
Legislature; they raised him to the 
United States Senate in 1908, and 
kept him there in 1914, 1920, 1926 
and 1932. Finally, after 42 years, 
they remained vital enough this 
week to defeat the influence of 
President Roosevelt himself in a 
great Democratic commonwealth. 


These omnipotent themes are 20- 
cent cotton, white supremacy and 
southern womanhood. They have 
been varied now and then with two 
subsidiary motives—state’s rights 
and tariff for revenue only. Smith 
is fond of boasting that he is the 


‘omly living Democrat who never 


voted for a protective tariff. 


«nother matter of pride with the 
Senator is his claim to be the only 
Demvtcrat in American history who 
was e'ected chairmaniof a major 
Senate committee under a Rep=}- 
lican administration. “In the upset 
of the Senate’s organization that 
followed President Harding’s death 
and the elevation of its presiding 
officer, Calvin Coolidge, to the 
White House, the chairmanship of 
the Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee fell vacant. The elder Sen- 
ator LaFollette was in line for the 
post, but the regular Republicans 
refused to support him. After an 
uproar of two months, during 
which 30 ballots were taken, LaFol- 
lette and his Progressives threw 
their votes to Smith, the ranking 
Democrat on the committee. He 
held the position two years. He 
became chairman of the Committee 
of Agriculture and Foresty in 1933. 
He is also the senior Democrat on 
the Senate Committees for Manu- 
factures, Patents and Interstate 
Commerce, besides being a member 
of the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, and Naval Affairs. 


Uses Snuff Receptacles. 


What he is less inclined to brag 
of is his use of tobacco as an 
implement of oratorical invective. 
He constantlly smokes large black 
cigars, chews the weed with aban- 
don and is the only Senator known 
to avail himself of the historic 
snuff receptacles adorning the Vice- 
President’s desk. A few years ago, 
Senator Tom Connally of Texas at- 
tempted to make a speech dealing 
with technicalities of the cotton 
trade. Instead of interruptions or 
Smith expressed an ex- 
pert’s contempt by punctuating the 
Texan’s arguments with quids of 
tobacco, shot with unerring marks- 
manship at a spittoon four yards 
away, at Connally’s feet. The 
plunk of each missile, as it smote 
the target, was audible as far as the 
galleries, Finally the speaker ap- 
pealed to the chair. 

“Mr. President,” he said, “the 
facial grimaces of the distin- 
guished gentleman from South 
Carolina are disturbing my train 
of thought.” To which Smith re- 
plied: 

“If my feeble contortions can in- 
terrupt the mental processes of the 
honorable gentleman from Texas, 
I shudder to think what would 
happen if I laughed outright, as I 
feel constrained to do.” Then Con- 
nally silenced his opponent with a 
cryptic retort. 

“I have picked cotton with these 
hands,” shouted the Texan. “But 
never in my life have I sold a sin- 
gle Bale on the market.” 

The allusion was to a charge 80 
widespread in Washington that it 
never fails to be mentioned in any 
discussion of Senator Smith— 
namely, that on occasion he has 
been given to speculation in the 
cotton market. There are even 
slanderous souls to aver that “Cot- 
ton Ed,” despite his pose as a prac- 
tical planter, is much better versed 
in cotton exchanges than in the 
cultivation of the staple, The 


charge of speculation is denied by 
his friends, and there is no proof

knowledge that some of his most 
intimate associates are members of 
the New York Cotton Exchange, 
and that his particular crony is 
Basil Harris of Harris & Vose, 
New York cotton brokers. 

On the basis of these connections, 
Smith’s antagonists have sought to 
draw sinister inferences from the 
harassments, approaching the fury 
of a vendetta, which have been 
visited by the Senate Committee 
on Agriculture upon the American 
Cotton Co-operative Association 
and the firm of Anderson, Clayton 
& Co. of Houston, Tex., the largest 
cotton house in the world, which 
handles as much as 20 per cent of 
the national crop. Officers of this 
firm have been haled as many as 
four times before Smith’s come 
mittee. 

It is pointed out that such enter 
prises as the American Cotton Coe 
operative Association tend to de- 
prive all cotton brokers of their 
reason for existence, and that An- 
derson, Clayton & Co. a few years 
ago, engineered a coup which 
stripped numerous New York op- 
erators of their shirts. It was teche 
nically optional to settle cotton con 
tracts either with cash or cotton 
deliveries, but the former had be- 
come established practice. The 
Houston firm appalled its Wall 
Street correspondents by delivering 
cotton. There is no more crushing 
white elephant for a cotton broker 
than actual cotton. So that Ander- 
son, Clayton & Co. was able toe 
settle at its own terms. 

Quick Amendment of a “Joker.” 

Another blot which opponents 
have striven to fix on Smith's 
escutcheon as a South Carolina 
paladin refers to the certificates, 
known as “brownies”. which the 
Government issued in 1933 to cotton 
growers in lieu of casn payments 
on their estimated crops. In order 
to obtain ready money, the planters 
sold their “brownies” at an average 
of 25 cents a bale to merchants, 
brokers and cotton factors. Smith 
introduced a:rider to a bill, which 
became law, obligating the Governe- 
ment to redeem these certificates at 
a rate of $1.50 a bale. However, 
it is declared that this was merely 
a petty raid on the Treasury, ine 
volving no more than $1,500,000, 
It is also related that when the 
Government was paying a bounty 
on unplanted cotton land, Smith 
was one of the -:st men in the 
country to plow up his acres—only 
to discover, with consternation, that 
a “joker” in the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Act declared members of 
Congress ineligible to its benefits, 
The necessary amendment was 
speedily passed, and the Senator 
got his checks. 

Despite tne uncouth exterior and 
manners which Smith, for his own 
purposes, deliberately cultivates, he 
is one of the craftiest campaign- 
ers extant, and was at his best in 
the recent battle which he fought 
for his political life against the 
President’s outspoken hostility. As 
one admirer puts it, “The Senator ~ 
knew he had all the old-timers nog- 
tied” and therefore launched his 
own “youth movement” in South 
Carolina. 

His campaign manager, William 
Bradford of Greenwood, is 24 years 
old, and the staff was composed of 
young men. Smith’s dexterity is - 
shown by the fact that he was able 
to rally to his support not only the 
college men and women of the state 
but also, at the same time, masses 
of poor whites, illiterate and needy, 
from its hinterlands. To the fore 
mer he preached rugged individual 
ism and state’s rights. The latter 
he wrought to frenzy with a speech 
which has served him without 
change for two score years, but 
which has never been printed or - 
confided to the radio. It is said to 
consist of a realistic description of 
an assault upon a white woman by 
a “burly black brute.” 

Warily Avoided New Deal. 

With thousands of his constitu. 
ents on Federal relief, Smith warily, 
avoided attacking either the Presi- 
dent or the New Deal. The reason 
for Mr. Roosevelt's opposition, he 
explained sadly, could only be that 
“the President was misinformed.” 
From the beginning Smith has wit- 
nessed with misgiving and pain the 
New Deal's wholesale repudiation 
of his favorite plank of white su- 
premacy.

STEADY BUT QUIET 


Uncertainties Abroad and End-of- 
Summer Holidays Restrict 
Demand. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW . YORK, Sept. 3.—Uncertainties 
abroad and end of the summer domestic 
holidays restricted non-ferrous metals de- 
mand last week and made sellers equally 
cautious, although there was an undercur- 
rent of steadiness. The latter was partial- 


ly explained by an optimistic view of 
fourth quarter domestic business and ex- 
pectations of a consequent stepping-up of 
consumption in various lines. 

Domestic copper held unchanged at 101%

Residential Units Erected 
July at an Aggregate Cost 
of $118,248,000.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Resi- 
dential construction in July nearly 
doubled that of the same month a 
year ago, the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board reported today. 

There were 21,660 residential units 
eonstructed in July at a cost of 
$118,248,000, as compared to 11,752 
units costing $48,795,000 in July, 
1937. From January to July, 1938, 
the board reported construction of 
110,007 units, as compared to 107,- 
290 units in the same period (in 
1937, 

July of this year showed a con- 

siderable increase over June resi- 
dential building—21,660 units in 
July as against 16,469 in June— 
chiefly because of a jump from 
3284 units to 9131 units in dwell- 
ings housing three or more families. 
There were 11,707 single family 
dwellings constructed in July as 
against 12,121 in June and 9060 in 
July a year ago. 
Using 1926 figures as an index of 
100, the bank board reported that 
building material index prices de- 
clined from 96.7 in July, 1937, to 
89.2 in July, 1938. Brick and tile 
were down from 95:4 to 90.7; lum- 
ber from 101.3 to 88.8; paint and 
paint materials from 83.9. to 80.5, 
and structural steel] from 114.9 to

U.S, NAVY'S HURRIGANE 
STUDY STIRS UP STORM 


Honduras and Britain Likely to 
Claim Swan Island, Site 
of Station. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. — The 

United States Navy has announced 

plans to set up a hurricane obser- 


vation station on tiny Swan Island, 
150 miles off the coast of Hon- 
duras. The Navy’s weather man 
and two radio operators will swell 
its population to 22. 

“If it were possible to move the 
island around at will and place 
it where it would do the most 
good,” a Navy official commented, 
“a better spot for observing hurri- 
canes could not have been found.” 

But since the Navy announced 
its project for watching the breed- 
ing ground of hurricanes, embassy 
clerks: have been checking up on 
the nationality of the island, Both 
Honduras and Great Britain may 
challenge the United States’ right 
to it, according to reports. 

On the palm-studded island, once 
haunted by pirates of the Spanish 
main, the American crew will keep 
constant watch during the hurri- 
cane séason. for tropical storms. 
They will broadcast three times 
daily in the international weather. 
code, thus making the reports im- 
mediately available to the Central 
American. republics. Relayed to 
Jacksonville, the reports will be re- 
broadcast for the United .States. 

To Have Few Neighbors. . 

The expédition’s .neighbors on 
the. isolated..island will be five 
Americans’ who operate a ligat- 
house and broadcasting’ station for 
the United Fruit’ Co., and 14 Cay- 
man islanders who fish for a liv- 
ing. Once a month, a boat stops 
there with supplies. 

* Since officials said the Navy 
had not consulted Hoflduras in 
planning the expedition, observers 
believed. the United States must 
be prepared to press fully its claims 
to the island.- Thus, only a few 
weeks after the United States and 
Great Britain had. reached an 
agreement on last year’s. dispute 
over the Pacific islands of Canton 
and Enderbury, a new argument 
over island ownership. seems in 
prospect. :

TRAINING MUNITIONS 
MAKERS IN U.S. BEGUN 


Roosevelt Releases $2,000,000 
for "Educational Orders’ 
to Manufacturers. 


By the Associated Press. | 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today approved 
army plans to begin training pri- 
vate manufacturers ts produce un- 
limited quantities of semi-automa- 
tic rifles, anti-aircraft guns and 
other munitions in the event of 


war. 

The War Department announced 
the President had. released the 
first $2,000,000 to be spent during 
the current fiscal year on “educa- 
tional orders” designed to familiar- 
ize selected manufacturers with the 
problems of munitions manufac- 
ture, 

Congress approved at its last ses- 
gion the spending. of $10,000,000 
over a five-year period for this 
purpose. 

Roosevelt approved the War De- 
partment’s list of vital projects to 
be given first consideration. They 
include: Manufacture of the new, 
secret semi-automatic rifle; recoil 
mechanisth of the three-inch anti- 


aircraft gun; forging and machin-/ ®Y 


ing of the 75 millimeter shell; gas 
mask construction; construction of 
a 60-inch searchlight.

He may be “the finest sur- 
gical pathologist in the United 
States”—Dr. Logan Clendening says 
he is—but you have to come out to 
this Kansas town of 1000 to find 
him. 


find he ‘can’t be disturbed in his 
daily siesta—but he gets up at mid- 
night to write! 

And, with “The Horse and Bug- 
gy Doctor” steadily scaling best 
seller lists, applauded by topnotch 
critics, selected last month by the 
Book of the Month Club, Dr. Ar- 
thur E. Hertzler may be able to own 
a fleet of limousines if he wants 
them, but he won’t. He holds to a 
philosophy which hasn't changed 
models with the years. It—or it 
plus his towering - angularity— 
makes him seem a little like Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and he acknowledges 
that he is just that homely and 
common, “only more so.” 

“The fundamental thing in suc- 
cessful medicine is to remember 
that patients are human beings 
and, in spite of science, «medicine is 
an art,” he says. Then, for a mod- 
ern note, and the contrast that 
seems integral to every phase of 
the man, “All the gasoline at the 
filling station isn’t going to do you 
any good if you haven't got some in 
your tank.” 

He believes doctors have helped 
get us in “a fix,” and it’s up to the 
doctors to help get us out—but 
that’s ahead of the story. 

His book, coming at the crest of 
a wave of popular works about doc- 
tors, has been called “the doctor's 
book to end all doctor's books. 
It’s that heart-stirring and satisfy- 
ing atcount of a doctor's life in

A room undistinguished ex- 
cept for one dominant note; an oil 
painting of a dark-haired girl. She 
was “the little dark-eyed girl with 
the scepter” in his book,.who kept 
the spark of courage alight for him 
through many somber hours. She 
was his eldest daughter, Agnes, eye 
specialist at the hospital, who died 
in 1925. Over the desk hangs her 
diploma with her photograph su- 
perimposed, a bit of crepe painted 
on it.

Dish of European An- 
cestry.

ABOR day spells finis to sum- 


or other appetites seem to 
change about this time of the year 
for the more substantial fare, I 
mean by that, foods that men can 
put their teeth in, and that, by the 
way, is right in line with a num- 
ber of requests for recipes which 
I have received from the male 
members of the family. 
Marinated beef seems to be right 
up on top for popularity, so I think 
we will start off with this beef 
dish of European ancestry: 
Purchase five to six pounds of 
beef (top chuck, sirloin or round) 
and have it cut about three inches 
thick instead of a chunky piece. 
Make a marinade as follows: 

One pint of red wine vinegar, one 
pint of water, two bay leaves, about 
10 black peppercorns, one medium 
sized onion cut in half and studded 
with several cloves and a blade or 
two of mace. Bring vinegar, 
water and spices to boiling point. 
Remove from fire; add one tea-

I won’t go so far as 
to say that the decorators are tak- 
ing a “let them eat cake” attitude, 
but they are trying to cheer up the 
world by amusing and even fan- 
tastic surroundings, or even with 
litle gadgets that can give tone to 
an entire room.

Two widely known New York 
decorators, Ruby Ross Wood and 
James Pendleton, launched and 
gave prestige to this new move- 
ment by putting on exhibition 
termed “Fantasies in Decora- 
tion.” On display were all sorts 
of accessories, both new and 
antique, which might be used to 
change the spirit of a room.

BE OPEN-MINDED on the sub- 
ject of color. We have gone a long 
way with color in the last few years 
but now colors and color combina- 
tions that you never even dreamed 
of before are being used, and ef- 
fectively, too. Oranges, purples 
and cerises are no longer taboo in 
decoration and -you may even com- 
bine purple and red, emerald green 
and chartreuse, or cherry red and 
a nasty sage green. And today, 
just because you paint one wall of 
your room pink doesn't mean that 
the other three walls have to follow 
suit. In fact some can be painted 
and some can be papered, if you so 
desire. 

You can put stiff white organdie 
ruffles on curtains made of a heavy 
velveteen. You can have a table 
service made of green leather 
(don’t ask me how you wash it— 
maybe you just throw it away).

MEANWHILE rub the surface of 
meat with sugar, using about one- 
half cupful, and lay it in an earthen 
dish or stone crock. Pour spiced 
marinade over the beef and let 
stand in a cool place or in the re- 
frigerator for two days. Turn the 
meat several times during the pick- 
ling process. Then remove the beef 
from the marinade, wipe it dry and 
cover with a light sifting flour. 
Sear it on all sides in a hot pot 
roasting kettle in which you have 
rendered enough fat salt pork to 
keep it from sticking to the pan. 
When the meat is browned on all 
sides, add one cupful of the spiced 
marinade, being sure to corral the 
onion, one bay leaf and half the 
peppercorns. Lay a slice or two 
of salt pork on top of the meat; 
cover pot tightly and potroast until 
tender. 
This usually takes about two and 
one-half hours, but the time must 
always depend on the cut of meat. 
Turn the meat once or twice dur- 
ing the cooking and if necessary 
add a little of the spiced marinade 
from time to time. When the meat 
is cooked remove it to a hot platter 
while you make the gravy. Remove 
as much fat from surface as possi- 
ble. Thicken balance with browned 
flour; bring to boiling point and 
strain. If gravy is not sour enough 
some marinade may be added to it 
or at this point a cupful of thick 
sour cream may be stirred into the 
hot strained gravy. 

A NATURAL for this tasty dish 
is to serve egg noodles or potato 
pancakes. I assume you all know 
how to prepare noodles and the 
only I'll offer here is to remind you 
to have them well drained, very hot 
and tossed with butter, If you want 
to dress them up a little and make 
them look pretty, sprinkle a light 
coating of buttered bread crumbs, 
which have been fried to a golden 
brown, over the top. 

Now for the potato pancakes to 
go with our marinated beef. But 
let me tell you that these pancakes 
can also be served for « luncheon 
repast without meat. When they 
appear in that role they are usually 
served with fresh warm applesauce 
discreetly spiced with cinnamon; or 
a tart fruit jelly, such as currant. 
Now for the recipe: 

Two cups raw potatoes, coarsely 
grated. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Peel potatoes and let freshen in 
cold water before grating. Grate 
potatoes into mixing bowl; add well 
beaten eggs and mix thoroughly. 
Stir in flour, baking powder and 
salt, which have been sifted to- 
gether. Drop by spoonfuls onto a 
hot, well greased griddle or heavy 
iron skillet. Bake slowly, and 
brown on both sides, turning. the 
pancakes but once.

How about 
potato croquetes once in a while?

Mix and beat all ingredients to- 
gether. Shape into croquettes and 
dip in fine bread crumbs, then in 
slightly beaten egg and again in 
crumbs, Fry in deep hot fat until 
nicely browned. Fat should be hot 
enough to brown a one-inch cube 
of bread in one minute. Drain on 
unglazed paper and serve hot.

arms collector of some reputation. 

Now he called back to the cook 
for two bottles of beer, “with one 
giass for the lady.” Off duty, he 
sat almost on the back of his neck, 
lanky legs spread out at jack- 
knife angles, tilted the beer bot- 
tle, and grimaced: “Well, now I 
guess you want the story of my 
success.” 

That story seemed pretty clear 
by this time—but how, in view of 
success, had he happened to stay 
in the small town? 


“Yes,” he recollected, “when I 
first returned from two years post- 
graduate work in Berlin, 1902, I 
was tempted witn an offer of the 
chair of anatomy at Northwestern. 
Maybe I had a feeling my skill, if 
any, should be made conveniently 
available to the middle class of 
which I am unquestionably one, 
middle in genesis, in the middle of 
Kansas, and that I belonged in the 
wide open spaces. I grew up on 
farms in Iowa and around here. I 
don’t believe anybody starting any- 
thing knows what he is going to go 
through to wind up what he start- 
ed, or he'd never start. Stubborn- 
ness grows on what it feeds on. I 
started something and I was just 
too dumb to quit.” 

Being “too dumb to quit” had led 
to other things besides his approxi- 
mately 25,000 operations as, says 
Dr. Clendening, “one of the deftest 
operators I ever saw.” Over in the 
hospital, in a medical library of 
8000 volumes which he is distribu- 
ting now to the medical schools of 
his choice, is a shelf of 30 treatises 
which the doctor himself produced. 
They are on surgical pathology as 
applied to different operative con- 
ditions and procedures, One on lo- 
cal anesthesia, on which Dr. Hertz- 
ler became the first authority in 
this country on his return from 
Germany, has gone through six edi- 
tions. But how could a surgeon so 
busy in the one profession have any 
time at all for another?

film, every photograph 
step, kept in files. They are 
brought up to date if the patient 
still lives or to his death from what- 
ever cause.

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HE teacher of the first grad-

ordinary effort, but the 
dull ones are going to know lit- 
tle’ or nothing of what the 
whole business means, It is that 
group that wrecks the teacher, 
holds back the class, and makes 
costs in education; social work 
and social service mount. What 
is the matter with them? 


Many reasons are disclosed by 
a study of these children who 
sit in the “last row,” or in the 
“back seat,” of the schoolrooms. 
Some of them are perfectly nor- 
mal children who are not as-yet 
developed sufficiently to be 
ready to learn to read, which is 
the main function cf the first 
| grade. Given time, they will ar- 
rive and probably make wp time, 
Some are victims of illness, some 
have physical defects, easily 
remedied. Some are developed 
and are capable of further de- 
velopment, along motor-power 
lines. Their hands are going to 
be,skilled hands and, if trained, 
prove to be powerful in their 
ascent to useful maturity. 


What concerns us most about 
such children is what is done to 
them in school, and what effect 
this treatment has upon them. 
What can a teacher do when she 
discovers that one of the pupils 
is not ready to be taught, that 
his mind is not sufficiently ma- 
tured? Or that he is physically 
underdeveloped? Or mentally un- 
fit? She has a big class; she 
must teach and drilland test and 
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coax, cajole and shove those able | 
to learn into learning enough | 
of the grade work to take on th!

ter’s two first offerings, “Danton’s Death’ and “Too Much Johnson.” — 


The World’s Fair already is prov- 
ing a stimulus to theatrical busi- 
ness in New York, since enterpris- 
ing managers figure that if they 
can dig in during the winter, the 
fair will keep them in business 
through next summer. The owners 
of “Tobacco Road,” which will be 
five years old in December, hope 
to keep it going until the fair opens 


and have it smash the all-time rec- 
ord of “Abie’s Irish Rose.” 

In any event, the road expects 
to have all kinds of shows for 1939- 
40, a golden age brought on by the 
closing of the fair. 

One of the latest developments 
in the legitimate theater is the 
prospect that various independent 
owners of playhouses over the 
country will back Broadway pro- 
ductions in order to assure them- 
selves of having shows when ‘they 
need them. This is one of the sub- 
jects to be discussed at the forth- 
coming second convention of the 
American Theater Council in New 
York on Sept. 13 and 14.

The organiza- 
tion, even before starting its active 
campaign this month, already has 
more than 1000 subscribers, exceed- 
ing last year’s total. 

Since its first convention in May, 
1937, the American Theater Coun- 
cil has been successful in drawing 
up a theater ticket code for Broad- 
way, greatly reducing the profits 
of ticket scalpers, has provided fel- 
lowships for new playwrights and 
has given auditions to and found 
places for many young actors. Re- 
ports on all these activities are to 
be made at the meeting.

ENNY GOODMAN and his

Carnegie Hall in New York, 
Symphony Hall in Boston and at 
Ravinia Park, Chicago, have been 
highly successful musical novelties 
during the past year, will make 
their first local appearance on Fri- 
day night, Sept. 23, at the Municipal 
Auditorium Convention Hall.

"Marie Antoinette” Both True and Good 


By Colvin McPherson 


HE prospect of studying the 
T tite of Marie Antoinette on the 

screen, when announced as 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s own  spe- 
cial public works project some sea- 
sons back, may :.ot have seemed 
very inviting to Ye Average Movie- 
goer. 


For the popular idea is that it 
was, Marie Antoinette—haughty 
Bourbon Queen of France—who 
said if the poor didn’t have any 
bread. to eat, “Let ’em eat cake!” 
a thing which the poor resented so 
strongly that ther up and cut off 
her head. 

How could Hollywood make some- 
thing: pretty and romantic out of 
that for Norma Shearer and Ty- 
rone Power? if the screen pro- 
ducers didn’t stick to facts, any- 
one with a high school education 
would think of the hours given to 
the French Revolution and would 
scorn Hollywood for its ignorance. 
If Marie was made an unredeemed 
royalist, as she has been taught to 
us, she wouldn’t be pleasant, 

Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer took the 
middie course. It had found a 
scholarly author named Stefan 
Zweig, who said Marie wasn’t as 
bad as she was rouged, that some- 
body or other was always telling 
lies on her or using her charge ac- 
count to buy jewelry—in sum, that 
she just got the wrong kind of 
publicity for a hunéred ‘years or 
so. But even Metro-Goldwyn-May- 
er chops her head off and Tyrone 
Power is quite grieved over the in- 
cident. 

Except that it gives most of us 
a sinking feeling about our knowl- 
elge of history and makes us fear 
we shall have to take the impon- 
derable mess of it all over again, 
“Marie Antoinette” is a- glorious 
accomplishment. 

Running two hours and 35 min- 
utes at Loew's Theater, it miracu- 
lously encompasses a whole period 
of human affairs, develops a half 
dozen remarkable characterizations 
and builds to a terrifyin,, climax, It 


is never tiresome, never lags, never 


fails to keep interest focused on 


its main subject and has only one 
cliche that. I- noticed in passing. 
All.in all, it is a magnificent en- 
tertainment for the multitude, 

How much truth is contained in 
it is something to be determined by 
the scholars. The screen play keeps 
close to Zweig’s biography in all 
major events but ignores the pas- 
sage of. time—for example, that it 
was nearly two years after the 
storming of the Bastille before the 
royal family was caught fleeing at 
Varennes, that. it was 19 months 
more before Louis XVI was exe- 
cuted and still nine months beyond 
that when Marie Antoinette herself 
went to the guillotine. 


The story is carefully frank about 
many details which might have or- 
dinarily been suppressed. Louis 
XVI's domestic deficiency 1s bold- 
ly recorded. His grandfather’s re- 
lations with Madame DuBarry are 
not glossed over in the least. The 
birth of the Dauphin—a highly pub- 
lic event in those days—is staged 
with something of the earnest rep- 
ortorial purpose of a picture mag- 
azine. 

Marie. Antoinette, says Zweig in 
his book, was a “mediocrity,” an 
average woman who was forced to 
become great in the moment of 
her doom. She was no all-time 
priestess of wickedness but only a 
royal wife and mother making the 
best of a peculiar and unnatural 
destiny. Early in life she was 
frivolous, thoughtless and wasteful 
and as haughty as court ‘intrigues 
required; too late she awakened to 
reality but even then faced trag- 
edy as a Queen would be expected 
to, heroically and with dignity, 

The picture keeps that interpre- 
tation. It does not expound the ar- 
guments for the revolution—in fact, 
it does not even look outside the 
palaces of Schonbrunn, Versailles 
and the Trianon to see what is 
going on with the other half of the 
world for the first hour and 28 min- 
utes. Marie by that time has won 
too much sympathy to lose it aft- 
erward., 

Some of the preview visitors ap- 
plauded the arrival of troops to 
protect the royal family and few 


there will be at Loew’s this week 
who, after witnessing the exciting 
flight to Varennes, will not wish 
that history could be reversed, to 
let the monarchs and their chil- 
dren escape. 

Miss Shearer as Marie equals her 
work ine“Romeo and Juliet,” carry- 
ing the character unfalteringly 
from bounding young maiden to 
haggard candidate for the guillo- 
tine. Robert Morley, new English 
acquisition, presents Louis XVI as 
at. first stupid. and timid but later 
worth some respect and sympathy. 
He is less blustery than Charles 
Laughton but every bit as force- 
ful. 

John Barrymore as old Louis XV, 
Gladys George as Madame DuBar- 
ry, Joseph Schildkraut as the 
treacherous Duke of Orléans, Alma 
Kruger as Maria Theresa are por- 
traits taken from the life. Among 
such stalwarts, Tyrone Power as 
Marie’s one love, the Swedish Count 
Axel de Fersen, is a schoolboy actor, 
awkward and immature. He has 
less space in the film than some of 
the supporting players, although he 
is’ co-starred with Miss Shearer.

“shadow-graph” tests on Cadillac’s 
new Sixty Special disclose a sub- 
stantial increase in visibility over 
the conventional sedan design. In 
these tests, shadows cast on a 
screen by lights placed inside sev- 
eral cars in the position of the driv- 
er’s eyes were compared. Results 
prove the Cadillac Sixty Special has 
eliminated much of the so-called 
“blind area.” 


A higher and wider windshield 
has been responsible for some of 
the improvement in driving visibil- 
ity in the Sixty Special. More im- 
portant, however, is a new type of 
window that reduces the width of 
pillar obstructions. Instead of a 
one-piece door and widow frame, 
doors of the Cadillac Sixty Special 
end just above the belt line.

TIRE TREAD PRINTING IS 
being used increasingly by the G- 
men in tracing criminals, and the 
Fisk Tire Co. recently turned over 
to the F. B. I. a complete file of its 
newest tire tread designs. “Finger- 
printing” of tread designs has be, 
come such an important factor in 
tracing criminal activities, Gustave 
Hubach, Fisk product development 
engineer, said, that the F, B. I. has 
established what is probably the 
most complete record of tread con- 
figurations in the world. Experts, 
he explained, can diagnose many 
things from appearance of a tread. 
They can approximate the age of 
a tire, make of car using it, and the 
car’s mechanical condition. Certain 
tread conditions will indicate 
wheels out of alignment or wrong 
camber, caster, or toe-in action. 


Faulty brakes will result in spotty’ 


wear, As police send out an alarm 
to all doctors and hospitals when a 
criminal has been injured, so ga- 
rages can be warned to watch for 
cars exhibiting certain mechanical 
peculiarities. Tire manufacturers 
have been asked to co-operate with 
G-men by filing new designs as 
soon as a tire goes into production 


ONE-HALF OF THE AUTO- 
mobile owners in the.United States 
today are not operating their cars 
as economically as they can, accord- 
ing to W. C. Fredericks, automotive 
engineer of the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana. A driver, himself, can do 
much to save gasoline and at the 
same time reduce maintenance ex- 
penses, even though automobile 
manufacturers have, developed 
smoother operating and more pow- 
erful machines, with greater driv- 
ing economy. Unnecessary bursts 
of speed in starting and driving 
along the highway mean wasted 
power and consequently increased 
fuel consumption. The practical mo- 
torist interested in operating cost 
will accelerate slowly, holding a 
moderate speed as steadily as pos- 
sible by accommodating his driving 
to traffic conditions. Where there 
are a number of stop-and-go lights, 
it is necessary to synchronize speed 
with the traffic lights. 

“Since engineers have been suc- 
cessful in making engines, trans- 
missions and rear axles run quieter, 
there has been a noticeable ten- 
dency, on the part of the driving 
public when shifting gears, to hold 
the car in low and second gears at 
excessively high speeds for longer 
distances than necessary, and, 
when finally shifting to high gear, 
to completely depress the accelera- 
tor. This does give a fast pickup, 
but requires double the amount of 
gas to get away. Another mistake 
is in allowing the engine to idle for 
long periods during a traffic block- 
ade, waiting for a slow-moving train 
to pass or allowing the engine to 
run unnecessarily while parked, A 
restful driving habit, but one which 
will decrease performance and 
economy is that of the driver who 
“rides the clutch.” A slipping clutch, 
which may result from driving with 
the left foot resting on the clutch 
pedal, causes a constant waste of 
power and higher fuel bills. Al- 
though a car always has rolling 
friction to overcome, this can be re- 
duced by proper -tire inflation, 
which will hélp to improve fuel 
mileage. Reduced tire air pressure 
will often result in a softer ride, but 
under-inflation means increased 
rolling friction and unnecessary tire 
wear. On the other hand, an over- 
inflated tire causes more wheel 
slippage on the road, with result- 
ing greater fuel consumption and 
even greater tire wear. 

Spark plugs may become moist 
or sooted, caked with carbon, have 
a blistered or cracked insulator or 
an incorrect gap setting. Faulty 
plugs have been known to be re- 
sponsible for at least 10 per cent 
greater gasoline consumption. In 
recent years the trend has been to- 
ward the use of lighter motor oils, 
especially in winter, although this 
trend is now beginning to show 
even during the summer. The 
lighter oils will be consumed slight- 
ly faster than heavier oils, yet they 
will save money by increasing gaso-

‘MORE HUMAN THAN APE-LIKE? 


American Scientist Returns From 
Study of Two Specimens Found 
in South Africa. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 3. — Dr. Wil- 
liam K. Gregory, who has been in 
South Africa studying two skulls 
believed to be about 300,000 years 
old, returned today and said he con- 
sidered them “more human _ than’ 
ape-like.” 

He said the skulls were “connect- 
ing links” tending to substantiate 
the theory of evolution, and then 
added: 

“There are no missing links. We 
have them all.” 

Dr. Gregory is curator of the 
department of comparative and hu- 
man anatomy for the American 
Museum of Natural History.

Points to Decline in Agri- 
eulhiras face Income, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3, — The 
Republican National Committee, 
pointing to a decline in farm prices 
and income this year, charged the 
Roosevelt administration today 
with “miserable failure” in its at- 
tempt to restore agricultural pros- 


perity. 

Instead, the committee asserted, 
the New Deal farm programs are 
taking the United States “down the 
road that Europe has traveled since 
the early twenties.” 

The “logical end of that road,” 


of the agricultural situation, “is a 


completely planned economy with 
Federal domination of all economic 
and political life, and the subse- 
quent breakdown of constitutional 
democracy.” 

. The committee took issue with a 
recent statement by Senator James 
E.. Murray (Dem.), Montana, that 
Republicans when in power “not 
only consistently did nothing on 
their own part to improve agricul- 
tural conditions, but they vetoed 
every plan that the farmers them- 
selves worked out to solve the prob- 
lem.” 

Listing 31 agricultural measures 

enacted between 1921 and 1933 while 
the Republicans were in power, the 
committee declared many of them 
“will be in effect and assisting 
American agriculture long after the 
New Deal A A A follies will have 
passed into the category of such 
nightmares as the Mississippi Bub- 
ble and Tulipomania, 
“Apparently the New Dealers now 
are willing to grab at any straw or 
stoop to any deception in order to 
divert attention from the miserable 
failure of their farm program, ‘I- 
lustrated by the collapse of farm 
prices this year. 

“Farmers today are receiving 
from one-third to one-half less than 
one year ago from the products of 
their toil. This fact.cannot be ob- 
scuréd by deliberate misrepresen- 
tations.” 

Reviewing farm problems urider 
the Coolidge and Hoover adminis- 
trations, the committee blamed 
post-war attempts of foreign coun- 
tries to peg prices by artificial 
means, trade restrictions, world 
over-production and’ European in- 
flation for the collapse of farm 
prices in 1932. 

The committee said the Repub- 
licans inaugurated a “long-range 
adjustment program” that “cush- 
ioned and absorbed the shock of 
post-war deflation.” 

This program rejected compul- 
sory control of production, the com- 
mittee related, because “the dan- 
gers involved were clearly appreci- 
ated by. the majority of farmers, 
economists and gtatesmen.”
